Statistics of Implement Industry— 
Where the Factories Are—Many 
Canadians Find Work in Them 


In view of the general discussion 
of the agricultural implement indus- 
try, which has gone on all over Canada 
in the past few years, the following 
facts, as presented in the course of 
the budget debate in Ottawa recently, 
will be of great interest to all Jan- 
dians, particularly those who live in 
the West. 

According to the census of 1911 
there are in Canada seventy-seven im- 
plement factories, with a capital 
of $45,000,000. The number of em- 
ployes at factories and head offices, 
nearly all men, is 9,500 and the amount 


‘of salaries and wages paid is $6,650,- 


000. Materials used amount to $10,- 
400,000, and the value of products is 
$20,700,000, There are fifty-four uf 
these establishments in Ontario, lo- 
cated at forty-three different places 
and in 45 electoral districts, ‘The 
capital invested in Ontario alone 1s 
$44,000,000. The other establishiuents 
are located in the province of Quebec, 
and at Winnipeg end Brandon in the 
province of Manitoba, I have a com- 
plete list of the places in which there 
are manufactories of agricultural im- 
plements, I shall not go through it in 
detail, but for the information of the 
House—because it was a surprise to 
me—I propose to mention tonight the 
names of the places in Canada in 
which agricultural implements of one 
kind or another are manufactured. 
This is the list: Hamilton, Brockville, 
Toronto, Peterborough, Preston, St. 
Mary’s, Smith's Falls, Teeswater, Wel- 
land, Terrebonne, Guelph, Ingersoll, 
St. George, Woodstock, Brantford, 
Cowansville, Aurora, Ayr, Bolton, 
Goderich, Merrickville, Orillia, Paris, 
Le Prairie, Montmagny, Tillsonburg, 
Brandon, Chatham, Waterloo, New 
Hamburg, St. Hyacinthe, Winnipeg, 
Ottawa, Ridgetown, det. Andre, War- 
wick, Summerside, P.B.1., Calgary, 
Iberville, Joliette, Halifax, New Gilas- 
gow, Waterloo, Walkerville, Sorel, 
Waterville. So far as the record gues, 
there ere agricultural implement 
establishments in every province ex- 
cept British Columbia, In these places 
there is invested $45,000,000 of capital, 
supporting directly, in operatives and 
their families, probably 50,000 people 
—the mainstay industrially of many 
of the towns that I have mentioned 
which afford a market for the sur- 
rounding country; these are the estab- 
lishments which the policy of the 
abolition, root and branch, of duties 
on agricultumal implements, would de. 
stroy. , 

It is commonly supposed that On- 
tario and Quebec alone have shared 
in the advantages resulting from the 
extensive manufacture of implements 
in Canada. It should not be over- 
looked, however, that Winnipeg and 
Brandon now number among thelr in- 
dustries several good sized successful

Field Crope and Conditions in Argen- 
tine Republio 

The Argentine Republic farmer can 
have no quarrel with the Argenting 
implement manufacturer about the 
price of his binders because there are 
practically no mauufacturers in the 
Argentine Republic, 

All the implements the Argentine 
farmer uses are made in :he United 
States or Canada, and the farmer in 
South America has to pay a tax on 
them in order to provide @ national 
revenue; but the tax that he pays does 
not afford incidental protection for the 
home product. 

The fact that there are no domes. 
tic manufacturers explains why the 
Argentina urban population is con- 
fined to practically two cities, Buenos 
Aires and Rosario, the former of which 
contains more people than Canada's 
wix largest cities, 

If Argentina had cultivated the home 
market she vould now have possessed 
a number of medium sized cities in 
which there would be some manu- 
facturing development, With the ex- 
ception of the two cities referred, the 
Argeutine farmer has no market and 
exports his products in the shape of 
raw material to all the countries of 
the world, instead of having his fel- 
low citizens put !t through some of 
the processes of manufacture as is 
done in Canada and the United States,

BRANTFORD PROTESTS 


Strong and Unanimous Opposition to 
Lower Duty on Implements 


Although it {s generally understood 
that the Liberal party are in favor of 


Free Trade in agricultural implements, 
or at least are strong supporters of 
material reductions in the implement 
tariff, the following resolution passed 
by the Advisory Committee of the 


Brantford Reform Association on 
March 16th indicates that the rank 
and file of the Liberal party are far 
from favoring the policy laid down by 
their leaders at Ottawa.

Brantford is vitally Interested, at 4 
time when sald Industry, ih conte 
quence of the loss of business aud 
poor collections in the west is leas. 
e@ble to stand it, and also because the 
import duties now levied on theee 
nes are below the requirements :f 
@ tariff for revenue ouly, and not such 
as to do any Injustice to the westeri 
agriculturists, and that a copy of this 
resolution be sent to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier.” 

Similar resolutions have algo been 
passed by ihe Conservative Executive 
io Brantford, aod the Board of Trade 
of that city has also taken action along 
the same lines. The geneial feeling 
all through Eastern Canada, but par.

out passing on the merits or demerits 
of the implement tariff as it stands, 
that it would be nothing short of a 
disaster to reduce the duties this year,

Rotation and Legumes Not 
Sufficient 

In any scheme to maintain or build} 
up sojl fertility, crop rotation, includ- 
ing the growing of legumes, is vital 
but not sufficient. Clovers jut the 
soil in better physical condition, so 
that the plant food in it becomes 
quickly available to the next crop. 
There is u« danger then that we may) 
mistake a more productive soil for a 
more fertile soil and be inclined to 
give too much cradit to the growing} 
of the clovcr and not enough to ihe 
feeding of it to farm animrls. No 
matter what crops gre grown, if they 
are all sold away fiom the farm, the 
soil will become exhausted. Live 
stock must be kept. Nature has pro- 
vided a balan.e between animal and 
plant life, and man cannot ‘oug ¢cis- 
obey nature's decrees.

Roller Skates in the Postal Service! 
Roller skating is generally regard- 
ed as a pastime, but the United States 
government has found it very useful | 
in the postal service. In one of the; 
large post offices in Chicago the nost- 
men store their uniforms, bags, acd 
other requisites in the basement. 
There are fourteen hundred lockers in 
an apartment me:suring three hund- 
red feet in length. It was found that 
checking the equipments during the 
rush hours imposed a sever task on} 
the clerks. In order to facilitate the} 
work the chief of the department sug-| 
gested that the clerks should use 
roller skates, su that they could tra- 
ve the floor quickly and with less} 
fatigue. The employees soon came to} 
appreciate the innovation, as it also ef-| 
fected a welcome reduction in the 
wear and tear of boot leather.

NEW W'RELESS FEAT 


Signals, Fog Detonstions and Mine | 


Blasting Worked From a Dictance 

Myrconi experts have been testing 
an apparatus which will operate Gis-} 
tant signals. It is established at tLe} 
Clyde Lighthouse Trust’s wireless con- 
trol station on the shore of Gourovk, 
from Whence signals are operated at 
Fort Matilda and on a Luoy ir Rose- 
neath Patch. The wireless apparatus 
is combined with the automatic Ste- 
yensor-Moyes acetylene gun, in which 
there/is a sufficient supply of gas to 
permit three flashes and reports a 
minute during some 400 hours, or, say, 
a maximuin of 70,00° signals. The 
main difficulty has been to prevent the 
“gun” being fired by wireless signals

The health of the people, especially 
the health of tke children of the 
poorer classes, is- bound up in the 
supply of reasonably wholesome milk.

Dirty 
cows milked by Girty hands, milk

They ought to Le changed, and they 
can be changed without inflicting any 
undue hardship ou dairy farmers or 


vendors of milk. The tuberculosis 
cow may alWays be a source of in-| 
fection with which it is difficult to 
deal adequately. But the consumer 
would be content to run his ingvit- 
able risk if parliament would step 
in to secure him and his children 
against needless perils and wanton 
contaminations.—London Daily  Ex-

LOW WAGES IN BRITAIN 


What the Lioyd George Insurance 
Scheme Actuaries Ascertained 


According to the “Journa! of Com- 
merce” of Montreal, in recent ar- 
ticle dealing with the sick and un- 
employment features of the Lloyd 
George Insurance Bill, it is said that 
{t has been found desirable to make 
a further extension of the principle 
which exempts from personal contri- 
bution {individuals earning less than 
86 cents a day and which takes te- 
duced rates from those earning less 
than 60 cents a day. The Govern- 
ment actuaries estimated that there 
would be found no fewer than 96,000 
adult men and 711,000 adult women 
whose total earnings from all sources 
would amount to less than $160 a year. 
In the first quarter 411,487 persons 
were excused upon these grounds, a 
figure which makes it probable that 
some two hundred thousand of poor 
women failed to escape an illegal de- 
duction, 

These people, who earn such scan- 
dalously low wages in England, make 
much of the textile goods, clothing 
and in some cases food products 
which some Western Canadians would 
like to see come into Canada free of 
duty. Do Canadians as a whole wish 
to encourage industries in Great 
Britain which are paying their help 
such shamefully low wages that the 
workers are excused from contribut- 
ing to the Lloyd George Ineurance 
Bill? Is not a Canadian in a Can. 
adian factory, who is earning a decent 
living wage, worthy of support even if 
to support him means the retention of 
& moderate duty on the lines he is 
engaged in manufacturing?

All persons are hereby warned 
against buying any grain, hay or 
other produce, cattle, horses, wag- 
gons, harness, saddles, mowers or 
rakes from any Tudian of the Black- 
foot reserve without an officially 
printed permit issued by the Indian 
Agent, 

Also not to take in’ pledge on 
make any loan upon any article to 
any Indian under penalty of having 
any such. articles seized and being 
prosecuted for illegal pawning.
